WASHINGTON — Speculation in 


farm products through sales on fu- 
ture exchanges without actual own- 
ership,- of the commodity would be 
made'a felony under a bill endorsed 
Friday by the National Farmers' 
Union aonvention at its final session 
here. It was announced the meas- 
ure would be introduced in congress 
and would have the united support 
of the cotton and grain membership 
of the farmers' union. 


The convention appointed a com- 


mittee to draft a cooperative bank- 
ing code which would enable farm- 
ers to deposit money -under thei 
control and .decide themselves how 
their surplus shall be allotted to 
other lines of business.

war profits, with a view .to levying 
on them a tax sufficient to. pay for 
the cost of the war, including.and ad 
justed compensation for soldiers'.

"Certain elements in the university" described as "violently 


patriotic persons who passed resolutions, circulated petitions 
that won the hostility of political forces in the state" are blamed 
in an editorial in The. Daily Cardinal this morning for the spirit 
of hostility in the legislature against the university. Discuss- 
ing the Perry bill to boost university tuition to outside students 
the editorial says: 


RESENT indications are that the state legislature is deter- 
mined to pass legislation that will be detrimental to the 


growth of the university. Nothing short of a miracle wfll pre- 
vent the passage of the Perr^ bOl, which provides for the in- 
crease of non- resident tuition from $124 to $500. 


The time has come when those who claim to have the wel- 


fare of this university at heart should act. 


It must be admitted that certain elements in the university 


are partly to blame for the feeling of hostility that is prevalent 
ir certain sections of the state. In the recent state of war hie- 
teria, violently patriotic persons on the campus passed resolu- 
tions, circulated petitions, and thus won the hostility of some 
.'political forces in this state. The Perry bill is probably the re- 
action resulting from the offense committed in the early days 
of the war. There seems to be no other way to account for this 
attack from these political factions. 


It is patent that the raising of tuition to such an exorbitant 


figure will injure the university—and the proponents of this 
measure themselves are ostensibly interested in the welfare of 
the university. The effect of-this sort of legislation is discussed 
in the current issue of the Wisconsin Literary.Magazine. Con-

tually excited Mr. Wilson's animosity when- 
ever his name 
was mentioned. 
Here was 


enough in itself, in view of the grievous faults 
in Mr. Wilson's character, to spoil the chances 
of Soviet recognition, even though all his in- 
tellectual processes urged him towards that 
policy. 
I remember how we were under the 


necessity at that time of keeping Colonel Rob- 
irrs's name out of any memoranda submitted to 
the President, knowing that Mr. Wilson ww 
unable to estimate facts at their fffce value 
when his adverse psychology was aroused. As 
Colonel House once told me, "Everything Col- 
onel Robins said and did in Russia, his very 
presence in thc foreground, of that scene, was 
daily doins injury to thc cause of thc Soviets 
in thc eyes of thc Administration." 


Respecting the President's jealousy of the 


Soviet leaders, we come to matters that can be 
understood only by those who have cleared 
their »^ds of the Wilson illusion. 
We now 


arc examining, not a demigod, but ah extremely 
fallible human being, a- man whose greatness 
of mind and vision were 'matched 
by 
even 


greater weaknesses of character; a man sus- 
ceptible to flattery beyond the'ordinary, a man 
positively demanding adulation and sycophancy, 
a man mflamed by a heromyth, exalted con- 
stantly by a voracious egoism. Even before 
we had entered the war, Mr. Wilson had vis- 
uahzed himself as the saviour of civilization, 
as the great liberal leader of the world. In 
this design, he had thrown America into the 
war, he had laid down his liberal principles, he 
had harped in every speech upon 'the outcome, ' 
he had established his policies .with utter con- 
fidence, he had brushed aside all facts, events ' 
and relations which seemed to controvert the. 


Where a short while before had existed only 
praise for Mr. Wilson, thtre now began to ap- 
pear searching criticism of hi* policies, mingled 
with praise for new men, hi» rival* in the arena 
ot.history. As time went on the cleavage wid- 
ened," until at length it grew too wide to bridge 
with words.

upon these annoying upstarts! Such was th 
condition of President Wilson's spirit in 
th 


spring of 1918. He himself knolrs nothing o 
it; he would be the last man in the world tc 
understand it.

The Russian people were right at heart, the 
Bolsheviki might not be so black M they were 
painted, the whole manifestation might well be 
an inevitable overturn of all that went with the 
old Tsarist autocracy; and this could be rap- 
ported, except for -these impossible fellowi who 
had seized the power. They, however, had gone 
too far, were too objectionable, had already 
demonstrated their lack of judgment and dis- 
cretion; and as long as the Russian people per- 
mitted them to remain in power, the "Russian 
people would have to take the consequences.
